At  their  last  quarterly  meeting,  the  Planning  Board 
drew  up  Article  No.  15  for  the  town  warrant  representing 
what  they  believe  to  be  the  most  urgent  protective  ordin- 
ance for  the  future. 

This  article  if  passed  will  not  only  assure  future  pros- 
pective builders  in  Greenland  of  agreeable  neighboring 
buildings,  but  will  also  insure  the  investment  of  present 
home  owners  in  the  town,  by  preventing  the  construction 
of  low  grade  homes  and  buildings  by  irresponsible  indi- 
viduals. 

By  requiring  each  builder  to  procure  a  building  per- 
mit through  the  planning  board,  the  town  will  be  assured 
that  the  plans  of  said  building  will  have  been  inspected 
and  approved  as  being  acceptable  to  the  town. 

The  planning  board  believes  it  would  be  advisable  to 
follow  the  minimum  requirements  given  in  FHA  Form

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FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
GREENLAND  VETERANS'  ASSOCIATION 


To  the  People  of  the  Town  of  Greenland : 

While  a  report  from  our  organization  has  never  been 
made  to  the  town  before,  it  was  thought  that  this  year 
the  people  of  the  town  would  like  to  know  what  the  Vet- 
erans' Association  has  accomplished  in  the  way  of  helping 
the  community  as  well  as  the  members  of  our  own  organ- 
ization. 

On  February  4,  1949  a  slate  of  officers  was  elected  for 
the  ensuing  year  and  they  immediately  took  steps  to  in- 
augurate a  series  of  whist  parties,  suppers,  etc.,  to  raise 
funds  to  place  the  Veterans'  Hall  in  a  more  livable  con- 
dition. The  majority  of  the  work  had  been  done,  however, 
the  bills  were  still  to  be  paid.  With  the  loyal  help  of  the 
membership  and  a  majority  of  the  people  of  the  town 
that  goal  was  reached. 

During  the  summer,  what  with  many  members  working 
late  and  some  away  from  home,  we  had  no  regular  sched- 
uled meetings  but  on  July  20,  after  one  of  our  comrades 
had  suffered  the  loss  of  his  home  and  effects  by  fire  a 
special  meeting  was  called  and  the  decision  was  made  to 
let  this  member  and  his  family  use  the  Veterans'  Hall  un- 
til such  time  as  he  could  re-build  his  home.  Accordingly, 
the  necessary  material  was  bought  and  a  "gang"  went  to 
work  partitioning  off  the  hall  for  his  use. 

On  August  18  another  special  meeting  was  held  for  the 
purpose  of  naming  committees  to  assist  at  the  Old  Home 
Day  Clambake.  Many  members  were  present  and  all 
"turned  to"  on  their  respective  jobs  in  a  very  laudable 
manner.  A  float  was  entered  in  the  Old  Home  Day  Parade 
depicting  veterans  of  the  last  three  wars  in  which  our 
beloved  country  and  town  has  been  forced  to  enter. 
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At  this  meeting  it  was  decided  that  we  would  sponsor  a 
Volunteer  Fire  Department  for  the  town,  and  preliminary 
plans  were  laid  and  committees  named.  The  Fire  Depart- 
ment idea  caught  on  and  in  no  time,  it  seems  now,  we  had 
bought  a  truck,  overhauled  it  and  it  was  in  the  process  of 
having  a  front  end  pump,  tank  and  booster  pump  installed. 
At  the  present  time  the  truck  is  practically  ready  for  the 
road. 

During  the  dry  spell  last  summer  all  members  were  "on 
call"  at  all  times  for  Fire  Patrols  or  Fire  Fighting  details 
under  the  direction  of  our  able  Chief  of  Police. 

The  usual  donations,  which  all  organizations  are  asked 
for,  have  been  rigidly  kept  up  to  date. 

Generous  and  whole  hearted  cooperation  has  been  en- 
joyed by  our  organization  from  our  members  and  from 
the  townspeople  and  we  thank  each  and  every  one  who,  in 
any  way,  contributed  to  our  successful  year  —

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GREENLAND  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  year  1949  saw  the  first  definite  steps  taken  to- 
ward the  formation  of  a  volunteer  fire  department.  Al- 
though the  need  for  such  a  department  has  been  felt  for 
some  time  the  matter  was  brought  to  a  head  by  an  unus- 
ually large  number  of  serious  fires  encountered  during 
this  year. 

The  Greenland  Veteran's  Association  took  it  upon  them- 
selves to  start  the  ball  rolling.  A  used  Ford  truck  and  an 
800-gallon  tank,  plus  a  new  booster  pump  together  with 
the  regular  tank  pump  were  purchased.  After  a  complete 
overhaul  of  the  truck  chassis,  Mr.  John  Holden,  Chief  of 
the  Newington  Fire  Department,  did  the  necessary  body 
work,  and  installed  the  pumps.  The  outfit  was  painted  and 
lettered. 

Around  three  quarters  of  the  money  for  this  venture 
came  from  the  Veterans'  treasury,  the  remaining  amount 
was  collected  by  popular  subscription  from  the  towns- 
people. To  pay  for  the  needed  insurance  and  equipment 
such  as  hose,  etc.,  about  another  one  thousand  dollars  will 
have  to  be  raised.  By  the  time  this  is  accomplished  the 
remaining  work  will  be  completed  on  the  apparatus  itself, 
and  the  outfit  will  be  ready  to  operate.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  BOARD 


Proposal  for  Extending  Greenland  Water  Lines 

The  suggestion  was  made  at  the  1949  town  meeting 
that  information  be  gathered  in  regard  to  extending  as 
far  as  possible  water  along  the  town  roads  for  fire  service 
and  house  service  for  all  present  and  future  houses  along 
such  lines  that  wished  to  obtain  service. 

Now  in  proportioning  these  lines  we  believe  that  where- 
ever  pipe  is  laid  its  size  should  be  large  enough  to  carry 
a  max.  amount  of  water  of  say  5  G.  P.  M.  that  might  be 
called  for  during  the  worst  time  of  day  (say  at  meal  time) 
by  at  least  half  of  all  the  houses  that  could  be  constructed 
along  the  town's  roads  (both  present  and  future)  based 
upon  2  houses,  one  each  side  of  the  road  for  every  100 
feet  of  road.  For  the  long  stretches  on  the  two  Bay  Side 
Roads  this  probably  would  be  a  little  too  liberal  and  allow- 
ance for  extending  6  in.  lines  would  be  enough  there.  With 
this  as  a  long  range  viewpoint  should  it  ever  materialize 
would  prevent  additional  expense  at  some  future  time  by 
having  to  replace  undersize  pipe  as  good  pipe  has  a  life 
span  of  70  to  100  years.  The  present  6  in.  from  the  pump 
up  at  the  Post  Road  and  also  the  8  in.  from  the  Square  on 
the  road  leading  to  Exeter  will  have  to  be  replaced  at  some 
future  time  as  they  will  not  allow  for  very  much  future 
expansion  although  this  might  not  be  for  several  years, 
certainly  not  on  the  Post  Road  which  seems  out  of  the 
picture  as  will  be  explained  farther  on. 

The  present  service  to  and  from  Port's  as  it  is  now  ar- 
ranged is  limited  in  the  amount  of  water  than  can  be  sup- 
plied and  get  good  service  pressure  in  Greenland  say  be- 
tween 30  and  40  lb.  sq.  in.  in  the  mains  and  only  a  limited 
number  of  houses  could  be  accommodated  without  in- 
creasing the  pressure. 


The  reason  for  this  limit  is  that  with  some  41/2  mi.  of 
pipe  from  the  stand  pipe  in  Port's  to  Greenland  the  pres- 
sure loss  when  using  this  max.  amount  of  water  (which 
must  include  also  that  used  by  Port's  between  the  Green- 
land line  and  the  Stand  Pipe)  the  pressure  can  drop  too 
low  in  Greenland  when  the  pump  is  off.  It  seems  that  this 
condition  already  exists  at  times  at  the  higher  parts  of  the 
line  in  Greenland. 

Also  calculations  show  that  the  pressure  would  drop 
below  any  useful  amount  on  the  Post  and  Breakfast  Hill 
Roads  where  there  would  be  only  a  difference  of  10  ft.  in 
the  water  level  at  the  stand  pipe  above  the  second  story  of 
houses  on  those  roads.  A  line  here  could  work  only  as  a 
suction  line  for  the  fire  pump  hydrants  where  the  pump 
would  life  an  additional  15  to  25  ft. 

All  other  parts  of  the  town  being  largely  on  the  same 
level  or  some  79  ft.  below  the  Post  Road  would  operate 
well  for  a  limited  amount  of  water  being  drawn.  Of  course 
while  the  Pump  was  running  an  additional  pressure  of 
some  10  lbs.  or  so  would  be  obtained  over  the  Stand  Pipe 
pressure,  but  it  would  not  be  considered  good  practice  to 
rely  on  this,  for  the  sake  of  taking  on  new  customers. 

It  then  adds  up  to  the  problem  that  at  some  future  time 
when  the  growth  demanded  it  the  pressure  would  have  to 
be  increased  in  order  to  supply  the  extra  demand  as  well 
as  Post  Road  extension  by  erecting  a  Stand  Pipe  some  75 
ft.  in  height  upon  the  highest  elevation  in  town  which  ap- 
pears to  be  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Greenlander.  Also  the 
system  would  then  have  to  be  cut  loose  from  Portsmouth 
because  of  different  levels  of  water  between  a  Port's  and 
Greenland  stand  pipe. 

If  at  that  future  time  we  were  still  obligated  to  furnish 
water  to  Portsmouth,  a  regulator  valve  could  be  installed 
to  control  the  flow.  At  present  the  pump  handles  about 
394  G.  P.  M.  and  runs  24  hours  a  day,  which  would  indi- 
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cate  a  total  of  576,000  gal  of  water,  but  the  average 
amount  that  Port's,  receives  is  according  to  their  records 
for  last  October  and  November  540,000  gal.  a  day  on  the 
average.  This  difference  is  36,000  gallons  and  would  indi- 
cate the  amount  used  in  Greenland  per  day  by  65  custo- 
mers which  Port's,  records  show  as  taking  water  and  in- 
cluding those  between  here  and  the  stand  pipe.  As  the 
contract  with  Port's  calls  for  a  max.  of  450,000  gal.  a  day 
of  24  hours  it  is  evident  that  54,000  gallons  more  would  be 
available  to  the  entire  Greenland  line  as  far  as  the  stand 
pipe,  or  a  total  of  90,000  gallons  provided  the  pressure  was 
kept  up.  Allowing  100  gallons  for  the  average  family  per 
day  this  would  take  care  of  900  houses. 

As  before  mentioned  with  2  houses  located  each  100  ft. 
as  comprising  the  maximum  development  the  town's 
roads  could  accommodate  1,600  houses,  and  this  is  used  as 
a  basis  for  establishing  pipe  size  as  described  farther  on. 

This  394  G.  P.  M.  being  pumped  is  about  the  capacity  of 
flow  of  the  one  well  now  existing  as  given  to  us  are  cor- 
rect, it  shows  an  average  of  415  gallons  per  day  by  each  of 
the  65  customers,  which  is  about  4  times  the  amount  that 
would  be  expected  per  family  of  4  and  this  could  include 
all  those  in  the  Portsmouth  area,  which  may  account  for 
low  pressure  in  Greenland  at  certain  times  now  when  the 
pump  is  not  operating  and  all  pressure  available  is  from 
the  Stand  Pipe. 

However  it  is  not  a  question  of  the  total  quantity  of 
Water  available  in  a  day  but  the  instantaneous  demand 
to  be  supplied  at  the  proper  pressure  to  the  2nd  floor  of 
houses  that  really  settles  at  quantity  and  number  of  cus- 
tomers and  pipe  sizes  to  supply  them. 

Calculations  indicate  that  the  quantity  when  reaching 
around  500  G.  P.  M.  which  can  be  considered  as  supplying 
220  houses  for  the  entire  system  Portsmouth  included 
with  half  of  them  using  5  gal.  a  minute  and  hold  to  about 
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20  lbs.  pressure  at  the  2nd  floor  and  around  30  lbs.  in  the 
main.  With  65  customers  in  Greenland  and  probably  as 
many  more  say  70  or  so  in  Portsmouth,  an  additional  85 
on  the  entire  system  would  very  likely  load  the  line  to  ca- 
pacity. 

As  Portsmouth  continues  to  add  customers  it  subtracts 
pressure  from  Greenland,  hastening  the  time  when  a 
stand  pipe  or  other  method  would  be  required  to  supplj'^ 
Greenland  properly,  with  pressure. 

We  had  thought  of  extending  a  10  in.  main  on  the  Exe- 
ter Road  to  the  Winnicut  Road  a  distance  of  Yo  mile,  then 
a  6  in.  up  that  Road  for  |  mile  then  a  6  in.  up  the  Mill  Road 
for  %  miles,  then  a  6  in.  up  the  Newington  Road  for  7-8 
miles  and  a  6  in.  on  the  Ocean  Road  for  1/2  rnile,  a  total  of 
3  and  1-8  miles.  This  would  include  hydrant's  every  500 
feet  a  Fire  Underwriters  rule  or  a  branch  Tee  where  one 
could  be  installed  when  necessary  to  protect  a  future 
house.  Also  Main  Shut  off  Valves  for  all  branches. 

The  cost  would  run  around  $37,000  for  Transit  Pipe 
Along  this  distance  there  are  at  present  40  houses  and 
using  an  average  value  of  $4,000  a  somewhat  low  replace- 
ment figure  in  case  of  fire  there  is  represented  a  total  val- 
uation of  $160,000  upon  which  a  saving  could  be  realized 
of  nearly  $4  a  third  on  insurance  or  a  total  of  $640  a  year. 
This  would  represent  an  18%  percent  return  on  that  a- 
mount  of  money  and  enough  to  pay  the  carrying  charges 
on  a  twenty  year  bond  issue  @  1%  percent.  With  water 
available  on  highways,  further  building  would  be  attract- 
ed and  help  to  liquidate  the  bond. 

A  loan  of  this  kind  would  mean  about  $4.00  on  the  tax 
rate  until  paid  which  would  include  the  interest  and  the 
retirement  of  1-20  of  the  Bond  each  year.  The  40  houses 
that  would  be  located  along  this  proposed  extension  would 
in  effect  give  their  savings  on  insurance,  over  for  the  tax 
levied  to  carry  the  Bond.  There  are  88  houses  now  along 
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the  hydrant  service  and  80  which  would  lie  beyond  the 
present  or  proposed  lines  and  who  for  sharing  in  the  ex- 
pense would  have  but  little  hope  for  many  years  of  deriv- 
ing any  benefits. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  a  Post  and  Breakfast  Road  exten- 
tion  having  43  houses  along  2  and  1/2  miles  of  road  cannot 
be  supplied  to  allow  for  lower  insurance  rates  (as  the 
greatest  number  of  houses  per  mile  exist  along  this  por- 
tion of  road  that  is  in  relation  to  the  3  and  one-eight  mi. 
proposed  as  13  on  proposed  line  to  18  on  Post  Road  and  35 
per  mile  along  the  present  lines). 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  from  a  map  of  Greenland 
dated  1860  there  can  be  counted  147  houses  in  town. 
In  1916  or  56  years  later  from  a  Geological  Map  can  be 
counted  160,  only  a  gain  of  13  or  9  percent.  Today  34 
years  later  there  are  208  a  gain  of  48  or  30  percent  and  as- 
suming a  similar  rate  of  gain  during  the  next  34  years  we 
would  expect  barring  unforseen  happenings  another  30 
percent  increase  or  62  making  a  total  of  270. 

There  are  15  and  5-8  miles  of  road  in  town. 

2  and  1-2  miles  are  already  piped  and  have  88  houses  or 
42  percent  of  the  208. 

3  and  1-8  miles  are  proposed  have  40  houses  or  20  per- 
cent of  the  208. 

2  and  1-2  left  on  the  Post  and  Breakfast  Hill  have  43 
houses  of  22  percent  of  the  208. 

1  and  1-8  left  at  end  of  Post  and  B.  Hill  Roads. 
1-8  left  at  end  of  Newington  Road. 
1-2  left  at  end  of  Ocean  Road. 
5-8  left  at  end  of  Winnicut  Road. 
1  and  1-8  left  at  end  of  Exeter  Road. 

3  and  7-8  left  at  end  of  both  Bay  Side  Roads. 
(37  houses  or  16  percent) . 

There  is  of  course  another  very  important  angle  to  this 
problem  and  that  is  the  net  profit  from  the  sale  of  water 
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to  any  ownership.  To  invest  a  sum  of  money  in  a  system  of 
this  kind  partly  owned  and  controlled  by  Portsmouth 
should  call  for  a  proper  proportion  of  the  profits  and  this 
calls  for  a  separate  study  and  is  hinged  upon  the  future 
plans  of  Portsmouth.  As  we  see  it  Portsmouth  can  sub- 
tract niost  of  their  usefulness  of  the  pressure  at  Green- 
land as  they  expand  their  service  out  of  this  line. 

In  the  light  of  these  circumstances  it  would  not  seem 
advisable  to  attempt  this  proposed  or  any  portion  of  the 
3  and  1-8  mile  of  extension  until  we  can  bring  together  all 
future  plans  for  both  Portsmouth  and  Greenland.

2.  To  choose  a  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of 
any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  District. 

6.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  re- 
lation to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  Warrant. 

7.  To  see  what  amount  of  Insurance  the  School  Dis- 
trict will  authorize  the  School  Board  to  place  upon  the 
Greenland  Central  School  Building. 

8.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Eight  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  ($850.00)  to  oil 
the  driveway  and  put  a  hot  top  surface  at  the  rear  of  the 
building. 

9.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  dispose  of  the  buildings  on  the  School 
grounds,  known  as  the  horse  sheds. 

10.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  petition 
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the  State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Division  of  Municipal  Accounting,  and  to  make  an  ap- 
propriation to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Greenland,  N.  H. : 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools. 

The  school  year  1949-1950  opened  with  three  changes  in 
personnel.  Mrs.  Marion  Kenison  replaced  Miss  Beulah 
Chandler  as  teacher  of  grades  5  and  6,  and  Mrs.  Elinor 
Henry  succeeded  Mrs.  Leona  Foster  as  music  instructor. 
Miss  Nancy  Carnegie  became  school  nurse  of  Supervisory 
Union  No.  16,  replacing  Mrs.  Eloise  Sheehy  who  had  ren- 
dered valuable  service  for  several  years  but  decided  to  re- 
tire from  this  work. 

Mr.  Joseph  Grilli  has  returned  as  Principal  and  teacher 
of  grades  7  and  8,  as  have  Mrs.  Margaret  Blakeney,  teach- 
er of  grades  1  and  2,  Mrs.  Lillian  Hodges,  teacher  of 
grades  3  and  4,  and  Miss  Mabel  Thaxter  as  Home  Econo- 
mics instructor.  This  is  a  competent  staff  of  teachers  who 
are  endeavoring  to  work  for  the  best  interests  of  the  boys 
and  girls  in  the  various  phases  of  their  school  life. 

After  experimenting  for  the  past  few  years  with  de- 
partmental work  in  grades  5  through  8  we  returned  to 
the  conventional  classroom  type  of  instruction  in  these 
grades  this  year.  The  change  has  given  good  results  and 
would  seem  to  be  an  improvement  in  the  school  program. 

Bulletin  boards  have  been  installed  in  each  of  the  class- 
rooms and  provide  better  space  for  displays  and  the  post- 
ing of  the  work  of  the  students  as  well  as  resulting  in 
lighter  and  more  attractive  rooms.  Other  improvements 
to  the  building  were  the  redecorating  of  some  of  the  class- 
rooms, the  replacement  of  needed  auditorium  seats  and 
the  sanding  of  the  floors.  Some  thought  has  been  given 
by  the  School  Board,  the  teachers  and  your  superintend- 
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ent  to  the  development  of  a  better  balanced  program  of 
school  activities.  It  is  very  desirable  that  all  students  par- 
ticipate in  a  reasonable  number  of  such  programs  and  ac- 
tivities during  the  school  year,  for  the  benefits  derived 
from  such  participation  are  just  as  important  as  sound 
training  in  the  fundamental  school  subjects.  Through  co- 
operative effort  a  list  of  programs  was  drawn  up  and  put 
into  effect  for  the  present  school  year..  This  seems  to  be 
accomplishing  the  intended  objectives. 

A  testing  program  is  in  effect  which  each  year  includes 
mental  ability  tests  for  the  pupils  in  grades  1,  4,  and  7, 
and  achievement  tests  for  every  pupil.  The  results  of 
these  tests  are  on  the  whole  encouraging  and  show  that 
the  students  are  making  satisfactory  progress  in  their 
school  work. 

I  have  nothing  but  commendation  for  the  excellent  hot 
lunch  program  which  is  now  in  its  second  year.  It  is  a  fine 
example  of  cooperative  effort  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that 
about  seventy  per  cent  of  the  mothers  having  children  in 
school  participated  in  this  project  last  year.  There  is  evi- 
dence to  prove  that  this  well  prepared  hot  meal  each  noon- 
time has  resulted  in  the  improved  health  of  the  children. 
Mrs.  Mary  deRochmont  and  the  many  mothers  and 
friends  who  are  giving  of  their  time  and  efforts  for  the 
successful  carrying  out  of  this  program  are  to  be  praised 
for  their  work. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  is  continuing  to  make 
worthwhile  contributions  to  the  school  program.  It  is 
playing  its  part  in  the  hot  lunch  program  and  is  providing 
a  regular  schedule  of  moving  picture  films  for  the  audio- 
visual program  by  taking  out  membership  in  the  film  li- 
brary at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

Greenland  is  fortunate  in  having  a  building  custodian 
of  the  caliber  of  Mr.  J.  Adams  deRochmont.  He  takes 
great  interest  in  his  work  and  is  willing  to  spend  addition- 
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al  time  in  keeping  the  school  building  attractive  and  san- 
itary. 

There  is  a  need  for  more  adequate  playground  equip- 
ment. The  present  basketball  backboards  and  posts, 
swings  and  teeter  boards  are  in  poor  repair  and  should  be 
replaced.  The  Class  of  1949  presented  to  the  school  a  good 
baseball  backstop  which  is  a  start  to  such  a  program. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  and  tables 
which  follow.  I  trust  these  will  be  of  interest  to  all  parents 
and  citizens. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Greenland,  the 
members  of  the  School  Board,  and  the  teachers  for  their 
fine  cooperation  and  support.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  School  Board  of  Greenland : 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  as  prin- 
cipal of  the  Greenland  Centre  School,  the  fourth  in  the 
series. 

As  in  the  past,  I  will  briefly  summarize  the  Greenland 
School  activities  and  events  which  have  occurred  since  my 
last  report. 

September  1949  brought  several  changes  in  the  staff  of 
the  Greenland  School.  Mrs.  Marion  Kenison,  a  teacher  of 
many  years  experience,  has  aptly  taken  over  the  teaching 
duties  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades.  Mrs.  Eleanor  Henry, 
Union  16  Music  Instructor,  has  replaced  Mrs.  Leona  Fos- 
ter, and  Mrs.  Eloise  Sheehy's  position  as  school  nurse  has 
been  filled  by  Miss  Nancy  Carnegie,  Union  16  School 
Nurse.  Mrs.  Margaret  Blakeney  has  retained  her  position 
as  teacher  of  grades  one  and  two,  Mrs.  Lillian  Hodges, 
grades  three  and  four,  and  Joseph  Grilli,  grades  seven 
and  eight.  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend 
a  cordial  greeting  to  the  new  members  of  the  staff  from 
myself  and  the  other  members  of  the  faculty. 

The  departmentalized  teaching  which  has  been  carried 
on  in  the  four  upper  grades  since  1946  has  been  replaced 
by  the  one-teacher  classroom.  This  is  proving  very  effec- 
tive, although  as  everything  else,  it  has  its  advantages 
and  disadvantages. 

The  school  plant  has  never  been  in  better  physical  con- 
dition. The  redecorating  of  the  classrooms,  building  of 
storage  closets,  covering  of  lunchroom  tables  with  lino- 
leum, repairing  blackboards,  installing  of  bulletin  boards, 
resanding  of  the  assembly  hall  floor,  and  extensive  other 
repairs  both  outside  and  inside  the  building  have  made 
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our  school  a  truly  beautiful  building  and  one  to  be  proud 
of. 

The  graduating  class  of  1949  purchased  a  metal  base- 
ball backstop  as  a  parting  gift.  This  was  very  much  need- 
ed for  our  playground  and  athletic  activities  and  has 
proved  a  benefit  to  the  whole  community.  The  playground 
is  sorely  in  need  of  new  playground  equipment.  This 
would  be  an  excellent  project  for  the  P.  T.  A.  The  teachers 
and  pupils  are  pleased  with  the  allotment  for  expendable 
playground  equipment  for  1949-50. 

Playground  supervision  at  recess  and  noon-hours  has 
been  revised  and  given  special  consideration.  The  teachers 
have  doubled  their  noon-hour  duties  so  that  there  are  two 
teachers  on  duty  every  noon,  one  responsible  for  out-door 
activities  and  one  to  supervise  in  the  building.  The  teach- 
ers have  compiled  a  set  of  regulations  for  pupils  so  that 
they  will  know  what  is  expected  of  them.  Every  parent 
has  been  mailed  a  copy. 

A  new  type  of  activity  was  tried  in  1948-49;  the  pub- 
lishing by  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  English  classes, 
of  a  printed  year-book.  The  book  contained  nine  pages  of 
photographs  and  23  pages  of  printed  material,  all  pertain- 
ing to  the  school  and  graduation.  The  yearbooks  were  sold 
practically  at  cost.  It  is  planned  to  have  another  one  for 
the  1949-50  school  year,  this  one  to  be  a  pictorial  review 
of  school  activities. 

The  first  and  second  grades  planned  and  carried  on  un- 
der the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Blakeney,  a  Toy  Shop  during 
the  1948-49  Christmas  season.  The  shop  was  a  highlight 
of  the  year,  delighting  parents  and  pupils.  The  shop  was 
integrated  with  regular  class  work.  The  proceeds  of  the 
sales  went  into  a  special  project  fund. 

Grades  one  to  four  presented  a  circus  on  the  front  lawn 
of  the  school  in  May  1949.  Besides  providing  a  stimulus 
for  group  participation,  fun  and  work,  it  afforded  an  op- 
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portunity  for  the  lower  grades  to  raise  money  for  a  pro- 
ject beneficial  to  the  whole  school.  The  proceeds  were  add- 
ed to  the  Toy  Shop  fund.  Parents  of  the  pupils  became  in- 
terested in  the  project  and  aided  its  fulfillment  by  their 
cooperation  and  contributions.  As  a  result,  the  audio-vis- 
ual department  of  the  school  now  boasts  a  delineascope 
which  is  used  a  great  deal,  especially  in  the  lower  grades. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  appropriated  for 
the  1949-50  school  year,  a  sum  of  money  for  the  school  to 
enroll  in  a  film  club  plan  at  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  plan  entitles  the  school  the  use  of  $75.00  worth 
of  films.  Few  schools  of  the  size  of  ours  are  able  to  afford 
an  audio-visual  program  such  as  we  have. 

The  hot  lunch  program  sponsored  by  the  Greenland  P. 
T.  A.  is  continuing  its  fine  work.  Many  pieces  of  equip- 
ment have  been  procured  by  the  school  board  and  the  P. 
T.  A.  More  and  more  pupils  are  taking  advantage  of  the 
program,  so  that  at  times  95  per  cent  of  the  school  is  pres- 
ent for  lunch.  Mrs.  deRochmont  and  the  parents  that  help, 
are  to  be  commended.  I  am  sure  the  pupils  and  teachers 
appreciate  all  that  is  done  to  serve  them  a  hearty,  warm 
meal  at  noon. 

The  school  has  carried  on  activities  in  various  fields  of 
endeavor;  the  major  parts  of  which  have  been  prepared 
in  out-of-school  time.  The  school  had  a  public  speaking 
contest  in  1948-49,  with  every  pupil  participating.  The 
annual  lawn  fete  and  track  meet  was  held  in  June  with  all 
grades  participating  in  some  form  of  activity.  The  track 
meet  was  a  highlight  of  the  year,  having  eight  schools 
represented :  Rye,  New  Castle,  Stratham,  North  Hampton, 
Newington,  Newf  ields,  Hampton  and  Greenland.  Other  ac- 
tivities of  the  past  year  are :  baseball  and  football  games 
with  schools  in  area;  annual  all-school  Christmas  pro- 
gram ;  Parent's  night  banquet ;  presentation  of  a  one-act 
play  by  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades ;  various  school  par- 
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ties  and  evening  socials ;  field  trips  in  science,  social  stud- 
ies, home  economics  and  manual  arts;  Grades  5  and  6 
hobby  club ;  Grades  7  and  8  Photography  club ;  special  as- 
semblies ;  the  Home  Economics  girl's  tea  and  dinners ;  the 
eighth  grade  class  trip  and  graduation. 

I  firmly  believe  that  the  type  of  activities  mentioned 
are  as  much  a  part  of  education  as  the  three  R's.  Not  all 
education  is  from  text  books.  A  large  portion  is  gained 
from  everyday  living  and  from  the  result  of  participating 
in,  and  being  exposed  to,  all  types  of  situations.  It  is  just 
as  important  to  know  how  to  dance  as  it  is  to  know  the  ele- 
vation of  Mount  Sinai. 

The  teen  years  are  difficult  ones.  They  are  the  gradual 
change  from  childhood  to  adult  life.  An  individual  changes 
physically,  naturally,  but  the  social,  educational  and  cul- 
tural aspects  of  his  life  must  be  learned.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  school  to  produce  well-rounded  boys  and  girls ;  the  cit- 
izens of  tomorrow. 

In  the  process  of  education  there  are  many  changes  in 
the  outlook,  habits  and  judgement  on  the  part  of  the  in- 
dividual student.  In  the  upper  grades  we  find  many  whose 
habits  and  outlook  are  those  of  the  adult,  (and  we  find  in 
these  students  a  definite  objective  of  all  effort  he  or  she 
expends)  a  self-contained,  self  disciplined  individual,  re- 
specting the  rights  of  others,  respectful  to  his  parents  and 
all  older  people,  having  a  respect  for  authority,  knowing 
that  self -discipline  is  essential  to  attainment  in  any  walk 
of  life,  if  the  individual  is  to  live  to  the  fullest  for  him- 
self, his  home,  his  school  and  his  community. 

In  addition  to  this  mature  child  we  have  those  in  all 
stages  of  growth.  Where  maturity  of  judgement  is  slow  in 
developing,  we  find  the  individual  working  to  his  own  det- 
riment, going  through  experiences  that  are  painful  to  him 
and  to  others.  If  maturity  could  develop  in  all  at  an  early 
age  we  would  have  a  Utopia  for  the  parent,  the  school  and 
the  world. 
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Human  nature  being  what  it  is,  the  school  needs  coop- 
eration from  the  parents.  If  a  child  is  immature  and  the 
parents  have  encountered  difficulties  in  guiding  him  to 
maturity  of  thought  and  outlook,  they  must  realize  that 
it  takes  time  to  accomplish  this  in  education  also.  Parents 
have  the  supervision  of  their  children  for  eighteen  hours 
a  day ;  the  school  has  only  a  fraction  of  that  time. 

A  child  must  be  taught  respect  for  his  parents  and  oth- 
er members  of  his  family;  he  must  be  taught  self -disci- 
pline. A  parent  should  sit  down  and  talk  with  his  child  and 
help  him  plan  his  day  so  that  all  duties  are  given  their 
proper  time  and  importance.  Is  too  much  time  being  spent 
on  an  outside  interest,  on  recreation,  putting  the  real  work 
of  education  in  the  background,  to  be  fit  in  when  there  is 
nothing  else  to  occupy  his  time  ?  Parents  should  be  aware 
of  how  their  child  spends  his  spare  time :  with  whom  he 
spends  it  with  and  what  time  he  returns  home  at  night.  I 
know  that  it  is  not  the  intention  of  parents  to  be  lax  in 
their  efforts  expended  upon  their  children,  but  modern 
living  crowds  their  day  and  unintentionally  they  omit  the 
essentials  due  to  pressing  demands  upon  their  time. 

A  youngster  should  not  be  forced  beyond  his  capabili- 
ties. He  is  an  individual  and  may  go  far  if  guided  in  the 
proper  way  according  to  his  own  individual  aptitudes  and 
abilities.  Very  often  these  differ  from  the  desires  and 
wishes  of  parents.  Many  a  child  has  a  warped  outlook  on 
life  due  to  parental  desire  and  direction  outside  the  inter- 
est of  the  child  in  his  chosen  field. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  convey  to  you,  from  myself  and  my 
co-teachers,  our  appreciation  for  your  constant  interest 
in  the  professional  and  material  side  of  the  school.  Thank 
you  for  your  advice  and  cooperation  in  your  effort  to  have 
the  finest  school  possible  for  the  youth  of  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  school  nurse  from  Sep- 
tember 7,  1949  to  January  1,  1950. 

Bi-weekly  visits  have  been  made  to  the  schools  at  which 
times  the  first  aid  kit  was  checked  and  fresh  supplies 
added,  children  have  been  weighed  and  measured  —  a 
weight  and  growth  chart  is  kept  in  the  schools  which  is 
of  great  interest  to  the  children  and  of  value  to  the  nurse ; 
vision  and  hearing  have  been  tested,  teeth  and  tonsils 
have  been  checked,  skin  and  hair  examined  frequently.  If 
time  permitted  little  health  talks  were  given  in  the  class- 
room. All  defects  found  were  reported  to  the  parents.  If 
the  defect  was  not  corrected  in  a  reasonable  length  of 
time,  home  visits  were  made  to  determine  the  cause  of 
delay. 

This  year  the  Maico  Individual  Audiometer,  a  recent 
gift  of  the  Exeter  Kiwanis  club  to  the  schools  of  this  Un- 
ion, was  used.  This  made  it  possible  to  test  the  hearing  of 
the  children  in  the  first  and  second  grades  as  well  as 
the  other  children. 

There  is  yet  much  that  can  be  done  in  planning  and 
carrying  out  a  health  program  for  school  children.  Ideas 
and  theories  have  changed  in  this  field,  as  in  other  fields, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  as  time  and  opportunity  avail  them- 
selves these  will  be  put  into  effect.

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All  were  vaccinated  except  one,  who  was  excused  for 
medical  reasons. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
the  cooperation  of  our  superintendent,  teachers,  school 
board,  and  P.  T.  A.  Everyone  has  been  most  gracious  in 
helping  me  get  started  with  my  work  here.

Several  times 
the  girls  cooked  their  own  lunches  and,  as  usual,  the 
School  Board  dinner. 

Education  Week  the  girls  made  many  cookies  and 
served  these  with  tea  to  the  parents.  We  sent  plates  of 
cookies  to  the  rooms  for  the  children. 

We  made  our  usual  Christmas  candy  and  sent  boxes  to 
the  teachers  and  Mr.  deRochemont. 

Mr.  Grilli  and  I  exchanged  classes  one  day.  The  boys 
made  muffins  and  are  coming  in  next  month  to  make 
cookies.  They  were  very  attentive,  seemed  interested  and 
their  work  was  very  good. 

Through  the  interest  of  Miss  Evelyn  Hodges,  who  is  at 
the  practice  house  in  Durham,  and  her  teacher  Miss  Fos- 
ter, we  had  a  very  enjoyable  field  trip  on  the  13th  of  Jan- 
uary. We  were  shown  the  Home  Economic  laboratories  in 
Pettee,  the  practice  houses,  and  the  dormitory  where  Miss 
Ruth  Hodges  lives.  Back  at  practice  house  again  we  were 
served  cakes  and  cocoa.  Mrs,  Hodges  took  her  time  and 
car  to  furnish  transportation  and  we  certainly  appreciate 
all  that  was  done  for  us.
